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CHURCH/STATE ENTANGELEMENT WITH 
NEW BOSTON CHURCH RESOLVED

Twenty-seven months after 
litigation was filed by the 
Church of Christ of New 
Boston, against members Erne 
Gill, Henry Droillard, Rex 
Leyman, and Donald Fecay, 
the defendants took control of 
the Church. 

On July 19, the defendants, 
who are also the Trustees of the 
church, had the door locks 
changed. According to Fecay, 
the plaintiffs showed up that 
evening threatening to break 
in. When the police arrived, 
everyone was ordered to leave. 
The police told them that the 
Trustees are now in control of 
the Church. 

Gill, the founder and first 
minister of the Church, 
explained that the dispute orig- 
inally started over a remodel- 
ing program. In addition, he 
had asked the minister to 
resign. 

According to Gill, on April 
12, 1998, the minister was 
fired by a 52 to 30 majority of 
the Church membership. Fecay 
explained that the Church of 
Christ is controlled by the 
church membership and that 
ministers have no authority in 
the Church. And it is common 
to replace ministers every few 
years in the Church in order to 
hear new material and meet the

member’s changing needs. 

However, on April 25, 1998, 
the minority side filed litiga- 
tion claiming to be the govern- 
ing body of the Church. A 
restraining order was approved 
on April 27, against the defen- 
dants. Two months later, they 
were allowed to enter the 
Church, but only as visitors, 
not as members. Finally, as 
concerns over violence grew, 
the defendants began to hold 
meetings in their homes. 

Then in November 1999, 
Wayne Circuit Court entered 
into an entanglement by deter- 
mining who has voting power 
in the church and ordering that 
a special election be held “for 
the purposes of establishing 
church leadership.” 

But on February 17, 2000, at 
the Court of Appeals, 
Presiding Judge Helene White 
ordered that the November, 
1999 order by Wayne Circuit 
Court be reversed. White stat- 
ed, “While the courts may 
determine property rights that 
can be resolved by the applica- 
tion of civil law, the courts are 
without jurisdiction to delve 
into religious doctrine or eccle- 
siastical polity [sic].” 

Finally, on June 29, Circuit 
Court Judge Kaye Tertzag 
entered the judgement, contin- 
uing the injunction against the

defendants for 20 days and 
allowing the plaintiffs to 
appeal, which Fecay is certain 
will happen. 

Fecay said that although 
they now have control of the 
Church, the building will be 
temporarily closed for safety 
reasons. Fecay remarked that if 
the Courts had not dragged this 
out for so long, the two sides 
might have been able to 
reunite. However, too much 
anger has built up over the last 
two years as the plaintiffs 
became convinced that they 
were in the right. 

During the interview, Fecay 
announced, “The first and 14th 
amendments are the greatest. 
They are what have given us 
victory.” Gill and Fecay

NEWS TIPS

Although many crimes are 
the result of advanced plan- 
ning, many times thieves act 
simply because the situation 
presents itself. These are 
called “crimes of opportunity.” 
Some simple preventative 
steps could thwart many 
would-be thieves from getting 
their hands on your mail and 
personal belongings. Here are 
some tips provided by the U.S. 
Postal Service and the Postal 
Inspection Service to help you 
keep your mail safer: 

e Never send cash or coins 
in the mail. Use checks or 
money orders. 

e Make sure the mailbox is 
secured and in good condition. 
Your postmaster can tell you 
how to improve your mail- 
box’s condition. 


e Promptly remove mail 
from the mailbox after deliy- 
ery, especially if you are 
expecting checks, credit cards, 
food coupon sand other nego- 
tiable items. If you will not be 
home when valuable items are 
expected, ask a trusted friend 
or neighbor to pick up your 
mail. If you do not receive a 
check, food coupon or other 
valuable mail that is expected, 


contact the issuing agency 
immediately. 

° Have the post office hold 
your mail while you are on 
vacation or absent from home 
for a long period of time. 

¢ Immediately notify the 
post office and the people you 
do business with through the 
mail if you change your 
address. 

e Address mail legibly and 
properly. Include complete 
return address, including street 
and apartment numbers, and 
nine-digit Zip Code. 

e Always deposit mail in a 
Postal Service mail collection 
box or mail slot at your post 
office, or hand you mail to 
your letter carrier. Never place 
outgoing mail for pick-up in 
an unprotected mailbox or area 
where it can be stolen easily. 

* Consider starting a Neigh- 
borhood Watch program. By 
exchanging work and vacation 
schedules with trusted friends 
and neighbors you can watch 
each other’s mailboxes and 
homes. If you observe a thief 
at work, call the police. 

° If you believe your mail 
has been stolen, report it 
immediately to your Post- 
master or Postal Inspection 
Service.
